THE TAX AND TARIFF BILL, 

DEBATE ON THE MEASURE IN THE HOUSE, 

Special Inepatch|to The Chicaco Tribune, 
Wasurincron, D. C., Feb. 17.—The House dis- 
cussed the Tariff bill to-day for six hours with- 
out accomplishing anything but the addition of 
an amendment to the first section of the bill. 
The emcniment, proposed by Mr. Coax, increases 
the tax on imported champagne wines ae fol- 
lows: On quart bottles, from $6 to $9 per 
dozen, aad on pint bottles from $3 to $4.50 
dozen. Tbe pending motion of Mr. South 
of Ohio, to strike out the entire section as 
thus amended, will be the first thing in der 
to-morrow morning. The general drift of opin- 
ion is that the discussion. to-day indicates 
the piobable defeat of the bill. The interesis aro 
so conflicting, and the belief prevails with so 
many that no deficit is probable, that the Repub- 
licaue are divided ahd the Demociate uatted 
against the bill. The long series of complicated 
amendments resalted only ic leaving the bill ex- 
actly whereit was when the discussion began, with 
the exception of the addition of Cox’s amend- 
ment. It was notable that every speaker, ex- 
cept Kasson, of lowa, opposed the bail. 

SOME OF THE SPERCHES, 

Jasper D. Ward. of Limois, thought the bill 
was au act of injnetice from be givuning to end, 
and was uuworthy the consideration of the 
liouse. it was a tax upon the p-oductive indus- 
t- y of the country, especially of the West.

THE KILLING OF A SEDUCER LEGALLY JUSTI- 
FIED. .

Correspondence af the New York Sun. 

Napa, Cal., Feb. 6.—The closing scenes of the 
trial of Muybridge for the murder of Harry 
Larkyns were of a remarkable character. The 
jury retired at 11 o’clock last night. It was the 
general expectation that they would return with 
a verdict of acquittal within an hour, and the 
spectators who had thronged the court-room all 
day waited to bear it; but as the hours rolled 
on, and the sound of loud and earnest discus- 
sion continued in the jury-room, they slowly 
departed to their homes, and Muybridge was 
taken back to jail for the night. On retiring 
to their room the jury stood five for conviction 
and seven for acquittal. This moming a 
second ba/lot was taken with the same result. 
The difference between them was on the ques- 
tion of insanity. Few, if any, believed Muy- 
bridge insane, but the majority contended that 
sane or insane he was justified in killing Lar- 
kyus for haviog seduced his wife. On this broad 
ground they finaliy all met, and then the only 
quarrel was in regard to the form of the verdict, 
whether it should be simply Not guilty,” or 
Not guilty on account of insanity.” Upon 
this they diilered longest, the majority contend- 
ing that Muy bridge wae rotinsape. They finally 
carried theif point, aud at noon to-day a verdiet 
was reached. 

The Sheriff was apprised of the fact, and he 
secretly notified the Judge aud counsel. Muy- 
bridge was then taken into court, and the jury 
having resumed their seats, the Clerk called 
their hames and thea inquired, ‘‘ Gentlemen of 
the jury, have you 88 upon a verdict ?’ The 
foreman arose and replied, We have,” at the 
same time passing to the Clerk a slip of paper. 
The Clerk unfolded it amid a silence like the 
stillness of death, aud read its contents. Then 
he passed it to the Judge, who read it, and re- 
turving it to the Clerk, said, Gentlemen of the 
jury, is that your verdict ?” 

The Foreman—It is. 

The Judge (to the Clerk)—Record the verdict, 
Mr. Clerk. 

The pen of the Clerk flew nervously oves the 
paner for a few moments, while all eves were 
fasvened upon him, the prisoner sitting hke a 


statue, his eyes fixed in a stony stare, and not a 


muscle moving under the tension of excitement. 
Suddenly the pen of the Clerk ceased moving, 
aod, arising, the seribe said, reading from the 
book, „Gentlemen of the jury, listen to your 
verdict as it stands recorded :” 

‘* People vs. Muy bridge.— We, the jury, find 
the defendant not —.

DEATHS BY FIRE AND FREEZING. 

During the terrible snow-storm of the night 
of Feb. 3, when the wind upon the prairies biew 
a hurricane, and the mercury in the thermome- 
ter stood at 30 to 35 degrees below zero, a terri- 
ble and fatal accident occurred in Windsor Town- 
ship, Clayton County, Ia., the particulars. of 
which we fiud in the Elkader Journal of the 
10th. Mr. L. Richmond, on retiring for the 
night, built a large firein the store, to keep the 
house as warm as possible. About midnight he 
awoke to find the house enveloped in flames, the 
rafters already falling in the shape of blazing 
brands upon the heads of himself and his chil- 
dren, —he seems to have had no wife, probably 
being a widower. He drew on a pair of 
socks, and awakened his children, but not in 
time to save one of them from being burned to 
death. The rest he told to go to the stable and 
creep in among the hay while he, wearing noth- 
ing but his drawers and socks, ran half a mile to 
the nearest neighbor's to obtain help and a team. 
The children. with nothing on but the night- 
clothes in which they slept, went to the stable, 
but found that the snew had drifted against the 
door to such an extent that they were unable to 
open it, and were compelled to remain outside, 
exposed to the pitiless storm until the return of 
their father and a neighbor with a team. The 
latter was procured and returned with all haste; 
the children were placed in the sleigh, but one 
of them was sq frozen that is died on the way, 
while two others were severely injured and bare- 
ly escaped with their lives. Mr. Richmond was 
severely burned while attempting to resoue the 
child that was burned to death.

TESTIMONY IN DETAIL. * 
RE-DIRECT RESUMED. 

New Yor, Feb. 17.— Theodore Tilton resumed 
his place on the witness-stand this morning, 
when the Court was opened, and his re-direct ex- 
amination was continued by ex-Judge Fullerton. 
The Court admonished the aedience to preserve 
perfect order hereafter, and express neither ap- 
probation nor disapproval. Ail che parties to the 
suit were in court. 

The witness continued: I cannot fix the pre- 
ciee date of the chance interview between Mrs. 
TUton and myself when Bessie Turner was pres- 
ent and heard the whole story, but I think it was 
after her return from Marietta. 

Mr. Evarts objected to this answer on the 
ground that nothing about this matter had been 
called for by avy question to the witness in the 
cross-examivation. | 

Mr. Fullerton contended that this matter bad 
been brought out by the other side, and Mr. 
Evarts replied that it was not elicited by a direct 
question, but was volunteered bythe witness, 
for which the counsel entere( a declaimer. 

Mr. Beach argued that Mr. Evarts had put a 
question in relation to persons to whom witness 
had told the whole story. 

The Court decided that the question was in 
proper order. 

Witness then resumed: I think it was on the 
afternoon of the day that Mrs. Tilton returned 
from Marietta that this conversation took place.

MORE LETTERS. 

Mr. Fullerton offered two letters in evidence, 
written by Mrs. Tilton from Monticello to ber 
husband, in 1669, to fix the date of her sojourn 
there. 

Mr. Evarts objected to the introduction of 
these letters, and an argument ensued, which 
was interrupted by the usual recess. 

Alter the recess the proceedings did not open 
until twenty minutes after the bour of reaseem- 
bling, and the argument which was ioterrupted 
by the recess was continued by Mr. Beach.

REVENUL SUITS. 


A Law Discovered For bidding the Use 
of the Books and Accounts of Ac-«- 
cused Parties as Evidence. 

Speciai Diapateh to The Cao Tribune, 

New Yorx, Feb. 17.—In the suit of the Govy- 
ernment against the firm of Hughes & Co., 
charged with revenue frauds, in importing linen 
thread, it was discovered to-day, by S. B. Eaton, 
attorney for defendants, that there existed a law 
which forbade the Government using the books 
of merchants in evidence against them. ‘The law 
was passed Feb. 25, 1868, and the passage reads 
as follows: 

No discovery or evidence obtained b means of any 
yudieiai proceeding from any party or witness in this 
or any foreign country shall be given in eyidetee, or 
in any manner used against such party or witness in 
respect to any crime, or for the enforcement of any 
penalty, or forfeiture by reason of any act or omission 
of such party or witness. 

Judge Blatchford, prasiding, declared the act 
in force, aud disallowed the plea of the Govern- 
ment-Attazaey to put the books of Hughes & 
Co. in evidence. He emphasized the decision by 
adding: 

There has always been a principle of law, of Angio- 
Saxon law, that no man ahould be compelled fo fur- 
nish evidence against himself, and that principle is set 
forth in the of 1968. 

This decision is looked upon as virtually nulli- 
fying the seizure law under which Jayne and 
others have habitually seized the books of 
merchauts, and held them pending trial or com- 
promise, It certainly steps prosecution in a 
great number of cases pending iu this city. The 
Government counsel asked permission to take 
teatimony abroad, but the act seems provide 
against the use of information thus ol~ained in 
a foreign country. The citation of thie obscure 
law surprised the Court, and utterly confounded 
the counsel for the Government.

The Pittsburg Puddiers in Sore Straits.

Prrrspers, Pa., Feb. 17.—The back of the 
puddiers’ strike is broken. The funds have 
given out in the Union, and the men have com- 
menced quarreling among themselves. The

vicinity but one are running, and that is 
Lewis, Oliver & Philips.“ They are running to 
the fullest capacity, making iron to fill orders for 
other city manufacturers. This firm procure 
much bar from the East, where they obtain it, 
have it shipped to this city at $39 per ton, being 
about $4.50 for puddliog. The stagnation in 
trade will not allow the mills to re- 
sume. At their meeting yesterday the 
puddiers fought and quarreled among them- 
selves, Many Wanting to go to work at $4.50. and 
nearly all expressed a willingness to resume at 
$5. it is more than probable that in less than

THE FISCAL DEBATE RESUMED. 
Speciat Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Sprinorie_p, Feb. 17.—The debate on the bill 
to autbortze non-residents and corporations of 
other States to recover in this State the rate of 
interest allowed by our law without regard to the 
rate fixed by the law of the State whon the loan 
was made, was resumed this morning. Gilbert, 
of Macoupin, opened the discussion to-day. 
He argued that the clause making the 
bill applicable to loans heretofore 
made was not an ex post facto 
provision within the meaning of the Constitu- 
‘tion, for ex post facto iaws were those only 
which made criminal an act which when com- 
mitted was not forbidden by law. Neither did 
the bill propose avy imparment of the ob- 
_ligation of a contract. Qo the contrary, it pro- 
‘vided for enforcing the obligation of a contract. 
In short, it simply provided a remedy for the en- 
forcement of the contract. 

Cullom read from Oooley's Consetrtutional 
Limitations in support of the latter point, the 
doctrine of the writer being that retroactive 
statutes, providing remedies for the enforce- 
ment of existing contracts, Were not within the 
constitutional prohibition. 

Cailahan—We concede that to be the law; we 
will not stand on the amendment; we can de- 
feat the bill itself. 

After furtber discussion, Merritt offered an 
amendment to make it unlastul for the rate of 
interest to exceed 10 per cent, aod that when 
the contract is for a higher rate the whole inter- 
est shall be farf cited. 

Merntt’s amendment was adopted by 106 yeas 
to 14 nays. 

Callahan offered an amendment striking out 
the clause waking the bill applicable to loans 
secured by mortgage and trust-deed, providing 
that the rate of interest shall not exceed 10 per 
ceat, and extending to foreign corporations the

A motion to table Callahau's amendment was 
carried—veas, 70; nays, 53.

When any written contract, wherever pay- 
able, shall bave been or shall be made in this State, or 
between citizens or corporations of this State, or a cit- 
izen or corporation of this State and a citizen or cor- 
poration of any other State, Territory, or country (or 
shall be secured by mortgage or trust-deed on lands in 
this State), such contract may bear any rate of interest 
allowed by law, to be taken or contracted for by per- 
sons or corporatious in this State, or which is or may 
be allowed by law on any contract for money due or 
owing in thie State.” 

Sec, 2, Whereas, by reason of an existing ambiguity 
in Secs, 4 and 8 of the act approved March 25, A. D. 
1874, above reterred to, a necessity exists for this act to 
take effect immediately : therefore this act shall take 
effect and be in force from and after its passage.

The long Senatorial contest in West Virginia 
came to an end yesterday with the eleciion 
of AAT. Capenton, of Monroe County, to 
succged Boneman. The new Senator was the 
colleague of R. M. T. Huwrer in Jerr Davis’ 
Senate at Richmond. He is a lawyer. He 
owes his election more to the accidental loca- 
tion of his home than to any peculiar qualifi- 
cations for the position, or to any fondness 
on the part of the people of West Virginia 
for Confederate ideas. The choice was the re- 
sultof a compromise. The people inthe north- 
ern and western part of the State wanted to 
have the Capital removed to Wheeling. The 
southern and eastern representatives were not 
strong enough to resist the demand for any 
length of time, but still had it in their power 
to offer a factious opposition, and were on 
this account worth conciliating. So a bar- 
gain was struck. A bill forthe removal of 
the Capital from Charleston to Wheéeling was 
put through the Legislature, and the Senator- 
ship was allowed to the southern and east- 
ern representatives. Carrnrox is thus a 
product of log-rolling, and in reality the 
choice of a minority. 3 

—— 

A question having a bearing upon the pow- 
er of the people to revise their State Consti- 
tutions is likely to arise soon in Delaware. 
That State is divided into three counties, 
Kent, Sussex, and New Castle. Tue Consti- 
tution of the State makes the représentation 
of each county in each branch of the Legis- 
lature the same. Until 1820 the tliree coun- 
ties maintained about an even population, but 
since then New Castle County has been gain- 
ing on the others, and in 1870 had more than 
half the population of the little State. The 
people of that county want the Constitution 
to be amended, and the people of the other 
counties insist on kecping things as they are. 
The legislative representatives of Kent and 
Sussex Counties refuse to submi, the question 
of holding a convention to the people, and 
refuse to submit any amendmen: t to the Con- 
stitution changing the measure of répresenta- 
tion. The people of New Castle Jounty do not 
admit that they are tied down by the existing 
Constitution, and are considering: whether the 
majority of the people of a State have not 
the inherent right to reform their Constitu- 
tion despite any restraints and restrictions in 
the present Constitution. In discovering this 
means and acting on it, they have along line 
of precedents, as well as the clear approval of 
the American theory of self-government, 


We commented a day or two ago upon the 
bill reported by Senator Kxnonx on the sub- 
ject of an election for city officers under the 
general charter, in case it should be adopted, 
but an examination of the bill itself shows that 
its real purport had been misunderstood by 
our correspondent. Mr. Krzor’s bill has ref- 
erence, so far as this city is concerned, to the 
contingency that the people of Chicago, at 
the special election in April next, shall vote 
to adopt the general charter. In that case, 
the election in November next shall be 
for. city officers to hold office until April, 
1876, when a new election will be held 
for officers to hold until 1877, when 
the regular biennial election will be held. 
The bill recommended by the Citizens’ Asso- 
ciation provides that the question of adopt- 
ing the new charter shall be held at the No- 
vember election, 1875. To this Mr. Kxnor's 
bill has no reference, and, if his bill is in- 
tended to take the place of the bill of the 
Citizens’ Association, then it is (defective. 
Unless the Legislature shall amend the gen- 
eral law, as asked by the Citizens Associa- 
tion, it is not likely that the people will adopt 
the general charter at the election in April 
next. The general law, as it now stands, is 
in many respects inapplicable to à city like 
this, and is so defective that to adapt it as it 
now stands will only add to our complica- 
tions. If the general law be amended to 
meet the wants of this city, it can be adopted 
in November next.

All Irishmen in this country will watch 
with peculiar interest the proceedings against 
Joux Mrrouen in the British Parliament, and 
the subsequent action of his constituents in 
Tipperary. It seems to be settled that 
Mirczex will be declared incapable of eleo- 
tion to the Commons; that a fresh writ, will 
be issued; that he will be again returned, and 
so on, ad infinitum. Murcuex’s career is, 
of course, familiar to his countrymen, 
but in view of his new appearance 
as an agitator, and the consequences that may 
possibly flow from the contumacy of his 
Tipperary friends, a few words about him 
may not come amiss to the great mass of 
newspaper readers. His first conflict with 
the British Government was in 1846, his offense 
being the publication in the then famous 
Nation of incendiary articles, one of which 
urged tlie us¢ of vitriol as a means of defense 
against Britigh troops in the contingency of a 
battle in the streets of Dublin. For this offense 
the Nation was punished. Mrrenxl. soon 
afterwards, at the close of the year 1847, 
started a newspaper of his own, and 
made it famous for constructive treason 
against the Government. He was arrest- 
ed at the end of a three-months’ expe- 
rience as an independent journalist, and 
sentenced to deportation for fourteen years. 
He served six years of his time in Bermuda 
and Australia, effecting his escape from the 
latter island and landing in the United 
States in 1954. His life in this country 
was not in any remarkable degree note- 
worthy. He established and conducted for a 
time the Citizen newspaper in New York and 
the Southern Citizen in Tennessee. During 
the War he was editor of the Richmond He- 
aminer, one of the most bitterly unscrupu- 
lous Secession organs in the South. Murcne. 
returned to Ireland last year. His election 
will be declared void on the ground that he 
has never served out his original sentence of 
imprisonment, and is still liable to arrest and 
deportation.

BILL 300 AGAIN. 

We regret to say that the purpose to adhere 
to the law known as Bill 300 is persistently 
pursued by the city authorities. That bill is 
a special law for such cities as do not wish to 
assess and collect taxes under tbe general law 
of the State. It has proved to be defective, 
but the city authorities propose to patch it in 
the hope, which will prove illusory, that it 
can be made effective. If there were no 
other means of extrication save to go un and 
amend that law, this course would be unob- 
jectionable because necessary ; but there is a 
law, a general law of the State, under which 
the city taxes can be assessed and collected, 
which is open to none of the special defeets 
of Bill 300, and which is economical and ef- 
ficient. 

Under this general law the State and 
county assess property and levy taxes; un- 
der Bill 300 the city makes a separate assess- 
ment and levy. It is objected that, under the 
State law, the Assessors are unable to assess 
the property by personal inspection, and that 
all they do is to copy the books of the City 
Assessors, It is objected that if the asssess- 
ment by the city under the special law be 
abolished, then there will practically be no 
actual assessment whatever of property in 
the city, but ‘mere guess-work. While this 
objection is more imaginative than real, it can 
be obviated by the law proposed by Senator 
Ronntsox, of this county, to provide an As- 


‘sessment Board for this city and county, by 


which, in lieu of the present town assess- 
ments in the city, the property of the city 
and county can all be as effectually assessed 
as it is now by the city officers. If there be 


no constitutional objections to Mr. Ronr- 


son’s proposed law, it removes every possible 
objection to the transfer of the whole assess- 
ment and collection of city taxes to the 
machinery provided for State and county 
taxes. 

The city is paying a heavy penalty for the 
luxury of having an assessment under a 
special law. The whole assessment for taxa- 
ble property in the State of Illinois is in round 
numbers $1,200,000,000. This is upon an 
average basis of 60 per cent of the real value. 
The city and county have only one-seventh 
of the population of the State, and hold pos- 
sibly about the same proportion of taxable 
property. The share of the general taxation 
properly belonging to this county is, there- 
fore, about $170,000,000, computed upon the 
State rule of 60 per cent. But the city assess- 
ment being a close approximation to the full 
cash value of the $300,000,000, the State 
Board takes the eity assessment and adopts 
it for the State, thereby adding 8130, 
000,000 to the total value of taxables, and 
taking that much from the other portions of 
the State. The result is, that holding on to 
Bill 300 compels the people of Chicago to pay 
one-fourth of the whole taxes of the State. 
the State insisting that, if we assess ourselves 
for local taxes at a full cash value, we ought 
to be assessed at the same rate for State pur- 
poses; and so we go on year after year pay- 
ing the penalty of an obstinate adherence to 
that defective law, 


dation cannot be obtained in any other way. 
We appeal to the representatives of this 
‘ity and county in the Legislature to legislate 

the city interests—to get rid of Bill 300, 
and compel the assessment and collection of 
taxes under the general law of the State. 
Let us have one assessment, one collection, 
ane tax sale, one corps of tax officers, and a 
gencral deliverance from the financial difficul- 
ties which embarrags the City Government in 
every department, and which will surely sink 
it in the future if a change is not made 
whereby enough taxes can be collected to pay

| THE RAILROAD WAR. 
The open warfare declared between Mr. 
Garnett, of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, 
and Mr. Tom Scorr, of the Pennsylvania 
Company, threatens to be long and sharply 
contested, The casus delli dates back to the 
time when the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
was extended to Chicago, thereby furnishing 
anew and formidable element of competi- 
tion to all the Eastern trunk lines, and more 
especially to the lines owned and operated 
hy the Pennsylvania Company. This was 
the first offense of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Company. The next was its persisteht ro- 
fngal to enter into the Saratoga combination 
for fixing a uniform rate for freights. The 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, having been man- 
aged with the carefulness and economy of 
a private corporation, did not require 
to earn a profit on vast quantities of 
watered stocks, or pay a dividend on 
money squandered upon construction com- 
panies. It was, therefore, able to hold out 
against the proposed combination against the 
people. The Pennsylvania management have 
taken the only means of revenge at their 
command. They have denied to the Balti- 
more & Ohio Road the use of their tracks in 
Philadelphia, by which the Baltimore & Ohio 
made their direct connection with New York. 
But the Baltimore & Ohio have other, though 
less direct and advantageous, ways of getting 
into New York. They can run over the At- 


lantic & Great Western Railroad from Mans- 


field, and then eta Erie to New York. They 
can also put on steamers between Baltimore 
and New York. 

President Garnerr has already announced 
a material reduction in passenger rates, and 
will follow with a corresponding reduc- 
tion in freights, to punish the Pennsyl- 
vania Company. Of course, the Penn- 
sylvania Company will have to do like- 
wise; and, if the warfare continnes, the 
cutting of rates will go on till the passenger 
and freight tarif will be lower than ever be- 
bre. The public will enjoy the benefit of 
this cut-throat system as long as it lasts, 
though it may su fer somewhat when the war 
ig over and the companies endeavor to recoup 
their losses, We have an idea that the Balti- 
more & Ohio will have very decided advan- 
tages in this struggle. To begin with, it will 
have the good will of the public on account 
of the position it took with regard to the 
Saratoga-monopoly combination. It will be 
especially favored by both Baltimore and 
Chicago, and will contribute largely to the 
growth of Baltimore's business. It is practi- 
cally out of debt; its capital.stock represents 
only about the actual investment; its manage- 
ment is of a steady, uniform, and stable 
character. But the Pennsylvania Company, 
under the impetus of Mr. Soorr's strong 
personal feeling in the matter, will probably 
fight long and hard. 


_ CATHOLICS AND THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

We print elsewliere another communication 
from Mr. Gerraguty, signed ‘** Inquirer,” 
who demands that the Catholic side of the 
controversy on public schools shall have a 
liearing through bim in the columns of Tun 
Tarpunz. Whether or not the Catholics are 
as anxious that this gentleman shall become 
their exponent as he is ambitious to occupy 
that position, wo have no means of knowing. 
His zeal, however, warrants us in assuming 
that he represents the average sentiment of a 
portion, at least, of the Catholic community 
on this subject, 

1. The first poizt which this gentleman 
makes on Tue Tatnoxz's position is, that we 
dite no authority for our accusation against 
the Catholics of the country of straggling to 
dlose the public schools.” As Tar Tamer 
has not made any such accusation, we do not 
see why we should eite any authority for it. 
We have been careful to point out in previous 
articles that we do not believe the Catholic 
laity of this country desire to with- 
draw from, cripple, or close the public 
schools, but that a large proportion of the 
Catholic clergy desire to have established sepa- 
rate schools to be supported from the revenues 
of the State. In other words, that they want 
a portion of the public-school fand diverted 
therefrom and used to support separate Cath- 
olic schools. We have even gone so far as to 
gay that the clergy have been antagonized by 
the laymen of the Church on this question. 
If there is anything, however, which can in- 
duce us to believe that the Catholic laity of 
the country, as well as their priests, want to 
¢lose the public schools, it will be a series of 
just such communications as Mr. Gzraoury’s, 
the logical conclusion of which, as we shal! 
show, is the abolition of the public-school 
system. 

2. What Mr. Geracury asserts with refer- 
ence to the school systéms of Austria, France, 
and Belgium is entirely irrelevant. Austria 
never had a free-school system until a few 
years ago, when Prussia demonstrated that an 
intelligent and educated people can completely 
overcome and rout three times their number 
of ignorant and illiterate people. Then the 
Prussian system was adopted. In Austria, 
France, aud Belgium, which are Catholic 
vountries where tae State and Church are 
closely allied (the former being largely under 
the domination of the latter), the public 
schools are Catholic schools. The course of 
instruction includes religious teachings based 
on Catholic dogma. The system is com- 
pulsory. It would, indeed, be n out- 
rage on the rights of conscience to 
force the children of Protestants and 
Jews to attend such schools, The 
Protestant and Jews would undoubtedly de- 
cline to send their children, and prefer the 
alternative of being expelled from the coun- 
try. A small allowance is made from the gen- 
eral fund with which the Protestants and 
Jews may set up separate schools ; into these 
they may introduce their own dogmatic teach- 
ings in place of those of the Catholic Church. 
They find it necessary, however, to add con- 
siderable sums of money to.the proportion of 
the public fund they receive to enable them 
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first place, there is no connection or union 
under our Government between the Church 
and the State. In the second piace, our pub- 
lic schools are everywhere and by law com- 
mon, secular, and non-sectarian schools, 
where there are no dogmatic teachings what- 
ever. If the peculiar tenets of the Protest- 


ant religion were taught and enforced, there 


would be justice in the demand of the Cath- 
olics that they should not be taxed for their 
support, or, if taxed, that they should receive 
an allowance from the general fund for the 
support of separate sectarian schools. But 
as attendance at these schools is not even 
compulsory in the great majority of the States, 
and as there is no sectarian teaching of any 
kind in any of them, we cannot see how they 
can be likened to the Catholic dogmatic 
schools of Austria, nor how any one sect in 
this country can consistently demand a sep- 
arate school to be supported by public taxes. 
4. Mr. Geracary says the Catholics “only 
demand from the State what it takes from 
them.” We presume this means that the pro- 
portion of the school tax paid by the Catholics 
shall be devoted to the support of dogmatic 
schools for Catholics. It must also be con- 
templated that the Catholic dogmas shall be 
tanght at these schools, for, otherwise, thero 
would be no necessity of having a set of 
schools separate from those where no dogma 
is tanght. This brings us up to one of two 
conclusions: Either the Catholics desire that 
their proportion of the tax shall be set aside 
for their exclusive use, while all the rest shall 
go toward maintaining the present secular, 
unsectarian schools, or they desire that 
the entire tax shall be divided up 
among all the sects for the estab- 
lishment of dogmatic schools for the 
various denominations: If the former, the 
Catholics ask not only something that is 
clearly unconstitutional, improper, and un- 
Ameriean, the recognition of a particular 
Church by the State, but also that they, only 
a religious body, shall be treated in every 
respect like a distinct nationality in this 
country, whose rights must be defined by 
treaty and respected like the rights of every 
other nation. This would be the condition 
if the State set aside money for the support 
of Catholic schools, as such, and no other. 
The only other theory is, that the entire 
school tax shall be broken up among the 
various sects in proportion to their contribu- 
tions thereto. That is to say, the Catholics 
should receive théir share, and also the 
Episcopalians, the Reformed Episcopalians, 
the Methodists, the Presbyterians, the Con- 
gregationalists, the Baptists, the Close-Com- 
munion Baptists, the Seventh-Day Baptists, 
the Second-Adventists, the Millerites, the 
Christian sect, the Universalists, the 
Unitarians, the Lutherans, the Quakers, the 
Shakers, the Mormons, the Swedenborgians, 
the Spiritualists, and all the other countless 
divisions and subdivisions of religious sects 
which we cannot recall. Certainly, if the 
Catholics have a right to demand the propor- 
tion of the tax they contribute to the general 
fund for the separate maintenance of dog- 
matic schools, then all the other sects may 
demand the same with equal fairness, In- 
deed, it would be essentially unfair to give to 
the one and deny the other, Then, we 
would ask Mr. Grracury, what would be- 
come of the public-school system? Is it not 
a logical conclusion from his demand that the 
intention is to close the public schools? 


JOHN BRIGHT’S SPEECH. 

The perilous straits into which the Liberal 
party has fallen in England are showh by the 
speech of Mr. Jonx Bricut, at Birmingham, 
to an andience of 20,000 men of his own con- 
stituents, on the 26th ult. The Liberal party, 
in utter despair, applied to Mr. Baanr, with 
the hope that he would be able to suggest 
some platform for them, counsel them as to 
the course it would be safest for them to pur- 
sue, heal its dissensions, and close up the gap 
left by the retirement of Mr. Grapstonez. 
Mr. Baricut, owing to physical and mental 
afflictions, has been silent for several years, 
but for nearly a quarter of a century he had 
supplied his party with ideas, and the promi- 
nent men in the party looked to him with the 
hope that now he would be able to give them 
some fresh counsel and lay out a well-defined 
policy which would not only heal the dissen- 
sions in the party, but give it an 
impulse towards the ascendency; Mr. 
Bricut, however, had no programme to 
propose; no leader to suggest, no opinion to 
offer on the policy to be adopted, even were a 
leader chosen. His speech turned entirely 
upon eeclesiastical matters, although deliv- 
ered to an audience of 20,000 people, who 
were eager and anxious to hear what the old 
statesman had to say about men and measures, 
and what he had to suggest that would give 
them aid and comfort. The speech, however, 
contains much that is in Mr. Briert’s best 
vein, although it will hardly serve as a docu- 
ment upon which an issue with the Tories 
may be constructed or a campaign fought. 
His speech is oceupied with the internal 
troubles and the external relations of the 
Church of England, and is in the direction 
of disestablishment. Although it is not pre- 
sented in a manner to make an issue, yet 
there are many points in it which are of gen- 
eral interest. Concerning the general char- 
acter of the Public Worship bill, Mr. Baicur 
says: 

The Public Worship bill of last session is a trifle; it 
makes no blteration in the law; it simply provides a 
new Court to which parishioners from all parishes in 
Eugland may go and lay complaints agiinst the minis- 
ter. But it does not law down the law; it leaves that 
to the Judge who may be appointed, and it can deal 
only with vestweuts and millinery, [A laugh.] They 
cannot touch the sermons, They may deal with the 
qnestion of the light that comes from the candles, but 
they cannot deal with the question ot the light which 
comes from the earnestness and power and godlike 
sincerity of the man who preaches, 

In the course of the speech Mr. Brrout 
made two strong charges against the Church, 
first, that it was not in harmony with the 
spirit of the age; and second, that it was the 
enemy of reform. On the first point he 
said : 

Then we are brought face to face with this great fact, 
which is—and I wish you to consider this—that the 
State Church, as we have it now, is not and cannot be 
in harmony with the age. [Cheers,] I should like to 
ask you what there ia that was established in the reign 
of Queen ELIZaBETH that wes in harmony with the reign 
of Queen Victoria? [Applause.) Why, the di gerence 
between the two Queens is enormous, and cannot be 
exaggeratea. The arbitrary doings, the absolute pow- 
er, and the insulting assertion of it in the reign of 
Queen EcrzapEru cannot be in harmouy with thé mod- 
eration, the justios, the kindvess, and the sympathy 
which you have in the Queen of our own day.

When it came to the application of the 
speech, the spirit of which was apparent to 
every one, he had no recommendetion to 
make, although he had been sowing seeds 
which must some day bear fruit. In his 
conclusion he says P 

Now, sir, ia conclusion, I gay Iam not asking you 
or your constituencies or any party or section of & 
party, to plunge into a violent agitation for the over+ 
throw of the Established Church of England, I think 
it would be a great calamity indeed that a great change 
like that should come of violent hatred and discussion, 
and that it should be accomplished in a tempest which 
is almost Uke the turmoil of 2 great revolution. , I 
ask you only to consider it, and Iajpe:l not only to 
you who may be Noncanformists, but I appeal to those 
who do cate about it, who do care, as they say they do, 
about Protestantism and religion, It is not for me to 
join in any crusade against the Church. I have offered 
to you to-night my humble contribution to the discus- 
rion of the greatest question of our time, I Oh!“ If 
Lam able to form any just judgment upon it, I should 
say that will be a great day for freedom in this coun- 
try, and for Protestanti m and Christianity, which 
shall witness the full enfranchisement of the Church 
within the realm of England, [Loud cheers.) 

The whole speech paves the way towards 
an effort for disestablishment. It is not the 
speech of a man of action, but rather of a 
prophet foretelling what must come in the 
future. So far as it furnishes any issne upon 
which the Liberal party may rally, or maps 
out any policy for a campaign, or affords any 
comfort to the distressed Liberals, it is point- 
less; but as the solema words of a venerable 
statesman, looking only at the best interests 
of his country and of religion, and tracing 
the present confused and turbulent current 
of ideas to its inevitable ontlet, it is a grand 
prophecy for the future and an eloquent plea 
for religious freedom and Church enfranchise- 
mont. The real greatness and truth of this 
speech will be most apparent when the 
events which he has predicted transpire, and 
as such it will go into history. 


THE DEBTOR CLASS. 

In nearly all discussions of the ways 
and means of specie resumption, it has been 
assumed on one side and tacitly granted on 
the other that the great mass of our people 
form what has been called the debtor 
class,” and would therefore be injuriously 
affected by any advance in the value of the 
„money with which they must pay their 
debts. The Nation attacked this theory a 
mouth or two ago, and Davip A. WIS, in the 
letter on which we commented Wednesday, 
gives it a thorough overhauling. 

The truth of the matter is, that the mass 
of the people are both debtors and creditors. 
A man must own a good deal of property or 
have a good income before he has sufficient 
eredit to allow him to borrow any amount of 
money. Thus, only a minority of our popu- 
lation can run heavily in debt. The men who 
owe much must have owned much in order to 
get the loans they must repay. They can 
therefore stand a slight advance in the value 
of the currency. The great majority of the 
psople are in debt only from week to week or 
from month to month. They are trusted by 
their grocers, and bakers, and butchers, but 
these little debts are all they owe. It is 
a fact by ho means to be forgotten 
that these people are debtors becanse they 
are creditors. Their employers owe them, as 
a rule, more than they owe their tradesmen. 
Each one of them has in his account certain 
debits which are offset, and usually more 
than offset, by certain credits. If the two 
sides of the account balance, he is neither 
winner nor loser by an advance in the value 
of the commodity with which he pays his 
debts and in which he is paid by his debtor. 
If his credits are larger than his debts, that 
is, if he is earning more than he spends, he 
gains by any such advance, Almost all 
Americans who save money are creditors. 
Very few laborere save enough to engage in 
business on their own account. They put 
their surplus wealth into the banks, or they 
buy or build a dwelling so as to have a home 
of their own. 

The men who make deposits in banks are 
creditors, not debtors. The wage-getting 
class are the largest creditors in the country. 
They own the greater part of the savings- 
banks deposits. These deposits, according to 
Mr. Wexxs, amount to $1,100,000,000, though 
they are usually stated at from $700,000,000 
to #800,000,000. Thus hundreds of millions 
of dollars are deposited in savings banks by 
the very wage-getters who are usually reck- 
oned by thoughtless persons as members of 
„the debtor class. The ninth annual report 
of the Massachusetts Commissioner of Sav- 
ings Banks, which has been published since 
Mr. WII wrote his letter, shows that the 
179 savings banks of that State hold $217,- 
452,120 of deposits! 
over 235,000. Notwithstanding the hard 
times of 1874, the deposits increased 7 1-2 per 
cent. Massachusetts is an exceptionally 
thrifty State, which enjoys high protection 
for her industries; but these figures are a 
presumptive proof of the accuracy of Mr. 
WELLs’ statement. 


The truth of the matter is, that there is no 


such thing in this country as a debtor class of 
itself, unless we count bankrupts in that cate- 
gory. All their property, much or little, be- 
longs to, and will be taken by, their creditors, 
so that they cannot be hurt by an increase in 
the value of currency. All other men, with 
the infinitesimal exception of those who re- 
ceive each day what they pay out the same 
day, are both debtors and creditors. “ The 


debtor class,” as the words are commonly 


used, is a myth, a bugaboo with which 


Messrs. Burien, Vooruers, and Kir are 


trying to scare an intelligent people into a

THE DE .AFIELDS. 

The mortality ia the DrLarixto family is one 
of toe most siogular cases on reoord. On Fri- 
day last Maj. Joskru Detarrmeip, who served 
wich distinction daring the War of 1812, and was 
one of the Northwesters Boundary Commussion- 
ers appointed under the. Treaty of Ghent, diod 
in New York at the age of 85. Ou the next day 
the second mrother, Dr. Epwarnp DELAFIELD, one 
of the most prominent physicians in New York, 
and the founder of the New York Eye and Ear 
Infirmary, died at the age of 81. On the next 
day, the third brother, Hexyny DELAFIELD, ove 
of the heaviest merchants aud elip-owners in 
New Tork, died at the age of 83. All three 
brothers died of the same disease, pneumonia. 
They belonged to a remarkable family, all the 
members having been distinguished iu their pro. 
fessions and io the high social circles in which 
they moved. The other two brothers, Maj.- 
Gen. Rica D DELarrIecp, of the United States 
Army, and Rorus R. DgLarie.p, died about two 
years ago. The united age of the five brothers 
was over 400 years. 

HARRISON GRAY DYAR, 
one of the claimauis for tue honor of inventing 
the electric telegraph, died at Rhinebeck, N. Y., 
recentiy, in his 70th year. He always claimed 
that be erected his lige on Long Island ten 
years before Prof. Morsz began to talk about 
his. Dr. Bett geve the following account of 
his invention in an injunction suit: “1 wae en- 
gazed with Harrison Gray Dr for mauy 
months in 1848, and often conversed upon the

HOW THE C. B. 4 C. MEN GOBBLED TWO WESTERN 
ROADS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune, 

Boston, Feb. 17.—The meeting of the bond- 
holde:s of the Chicago, Clinton & Dubuque Rail~ 
road and the Cuicago, Dubuque & Minnesota 
Railroad to-day was quite as interesting as I 
promised it would be, and the report of the 
Committee was listened to very closely. 
Beginning with a detailed description of the two 
corporations, the report saya they were built by 
construction companies organized by Directors 
of the River Roads and Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Road. The contracts were very much 
alike. That with the Clinton Road provided 
that the Construction Company should construct, 
bridge, tire, irov, and suitably equip the road from 
Dubuqne to Clinton, using paraile! roads when, 
by so daing, the construction of the road could 
be obviated; and for the supervision and man- 
agem- ut of said construction, aud the further 
payment of the sum of $140,000 (che 
amount of its capital etock) the Construction 
Company should receive all bonds and stock of 
the Railroad Company issued and to be issued; 
and if the assets were not enough to complete 
the road, the Construction Company should be 
released from further obligations, and should re- 
ceive the land-grant, stock, and bonds, 
The concluding paragraph of this contract 
was in the following words: The object of. 
tbis agreement being upon the part of said Rail- 
road Company to receive the beneiit of said Con- 
s:raction Company's capital of $140,000, and for 
which it gives in fact its capital stock and land- 
rrant.”

A BOMBSHELL. 

President Garrett's characteristic reply to Col. 
Scott's baugbty letter, in ordering a reduction of 
passenger fares to and from all Western cities, 
bas proved a bombshell in the camp of the ene- 
my. No one thought for a moment that Mr. 
Garrett would be so prompt in carrying out his 
threat, and hence when the order came to make

As stated above, the other 
lines leading to the East were taken completely 
by surprise, and knew not what action to take, 
and up to last evening nove of them bad yet re- 
duced their rates. Yesterday morning Gen. 
Meyers, the General Fassenger Agent of the 
Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & Chicago Railroad, the 
Chicago branch of the Penusylvania Railroad 
Company, arrived in town, and in the afternoon 
a LRIBUNE reporter called upon him to ascertain 
what action his road would take. Mr. Meyers 
stated that he nad as yet receive no instructions 
from Philadelphia, but he did not think that his 
road would take any notice of the reduction on 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad as far as Chicago 
was concerned. They might make a reduction 
from St. Louis, Toledo, and Indianapolis, as com- 
petition from those points was brisker thaa from 
Chicago, but nothing detivite has vet been de- 
cided.

A SAD MISTAKE.

INDIANA RAILROADS, ' 
PROPOSED LEGISLATION. 

Efforts having lately been made by the Grang- 
ers of Indiana to induce the Legislature of that 
State o pass a Railroad law similar to that in 
other Western States, the Legislative Committee 
on Railroads held a meeting with the most prom- 
inent railroad men of the State afew days ago 
at Indianapolis. President Ingalls, of the lu- 
dianapolis, Cincinnati & Lafayette Railroad, 
made a long speech, aguiog against such legisla- 
tion, and finally proposed a bill which resembles 
the one now in force in Massachusetts, and bas 
proved entirely satir factory both to the people 
and the railroads. The following is a synopsis 
of the bill, which has been taken in charge by the 
Committee: 

Nrorzon 1. The Governor, with the advice of the 
Council, shall appoint three competent persons as a 
Board of Railroad Commissioners, who shall hold their 
offices for three years, in such a way that the term of 
one of them shall expire each year, end his successor 

vernor. He may also remove a

Four Colered Men Killed in a Fight 
with a Sheriit’s Posse—A Belligerenut 
Colored Legisiator. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

New Onteass, La., Feb. 17.—A fight occurred 
to-day in St. James’ Parish, 12 miles below Don- 
aldsonville, between some colored men and a 
Sheriff's posse. A merchant had been edvanc- 
ing supplies during the summer to the men, 
who were working a plantation on shares. Not 
receiving his pay when it become due, he pro- 
cured a writ of seizure on a quantity of sugar 
which had been prodaced on the plantation. 
This morning the Sheriff, with a posse, attempt- 
ed to execute the writ, which the colored men 
resisted. Four of the colored men were killed. 
The affair caused great excitement in the i 
and at last accounts armed white and color 
men were hurrying to the scene of the conflict. 
Wiliam Ward, colored member of the House 
from Grant Parish, who was the leader of the 
colored people in the affair which culminaced in 
the Colfax fight, in April, 1873, became enraged 
atnot being recognized by the Speaker, Hann, 
to-day. Tue Sergeant-at-Arms having been or- 
dered to seat him, Ward declared he would kill 
himself. He attempted to do so, and placed 
his bands in his breeches pockets in a threaten- 
ing manner. Capt. Lawler, of the Metropolitan 
Police; seized Ward, and took from his pocket a 
revolver at full cock, which he probably in- 
tended to fire at the Sergeant-at-Arms without 
tak ng it out ot bis pocket.

Miscellaneous Items in the Chicago Courts, 


COMMON CARRIERS. 

1 TRTAR LIABILITY DEFINED. 

In the case af the Chicago & Northwestern Rail- 
way Company vs. E. H. Sawyer, decided at the 
las; term of the Supreme Court, the question was 
raised as to when the ability of 9 railroad com- 
pany as common carrier ceased and its respon- 
sibjlity as warebouseman began. Sawyer, who 
wag an importer of teas, shipped to his agent 
here, J. M. Chapman, 954 helf-chests of tea. 
The goods were 10 a warehouse in San Francis- 
co, aud were shipped thence in bond, to be de- 
livered to tome bonded warehouse in this city. 
By a regulation of the Collector's office it was 
required that the carrier or assignee should give 
written votice of the arrival of bonded goods. 
It was also the custom to notify the conrignee, 
so that he could choose the warehouse he 
wished to be used for his goods. The tea came 
in two lota and, as to one lot of 180 chests, the 
Company notified Chapman, who directed them 
to be placed in the Barlingtoa warehouse. This 
was done and the goods were saved, while the 
other lot was left in the cars and destroyed by 
the Chicago Fire, no notice having been given to 
Chapman or the Collector. Torecover for these 
174 chests of tea suit was brought by appellee, 
and a judgment recovered, from which the rail- 
road company appealed. 

The Supreme Court said, in deciding the case, 
that a common carrier was liable for all losses. 
even inevitable, except they arise from the act 
of God or public enemies, and it 
warranted the safe delivery of goods 
in all but the excepted cases. When the respon- 
sibility bad once begun it continued until there 
had been à due delivery. There was some doubt 
aa to what constituted delivery, it being general 
ly eunceded that actual delivery by the common 
carrier to the consignee was necessary, and that 
the common carrier's liabihty continued unt! 
that of the cOnsiquee beran. The Court then 
discussed the confheting decisions of different 
States on this subject, and declared the rule to 
be that the railroad company was liable as com- 
mou carrier urtil the goods were delivered on 
the platform, when, if the consignee did not take 
then, the Company had a right to store them in 
some safe place, and change its liability to that 
of a warehouseman onir. 

In the present case the Court, however, held no 
such delivery bad been made as would exonerate 
the Gompany from ita liability as common car- 
rier. The Company knew that the goods were 
in bond and could pot be delivered to the con- 
signde personally, on the platform., but mast 
have been delivered to the Collector in a bonded 
warehouse, The contract, therefore, implied by 
thees circumetevces, was to safely carry the 
goods to the plabe of their destination, and there 
safeiy deliver them isto a boaded warehouse. or 
into the custody of tae Collector of the disirict. 
in eomnliance with (pe requiationa ard eourse ot 
business of the Collector's ofice. This the Com- 
pany did not do. Tiere was no dclivery of the 
goods out of the custody of the carrier under 
any rule known to the law. Having failed to 
give written notice an required, and having re- 
tained the goods in the cars until they were de- 
stroyed by the fips, Which was nat an act of God 
or the public enemy, the Company was liable as 
a common carrier for tbe goods so lost, and the 
judgment of the Court below wou!d therefore be 
aftirmed. Mcssts. Howe and Russell appeared 
for the appellees.

It is fattzl to the objection taken, that neither the 
motion nor any exteption to the decision of the Court 
striking out the Men, are preserved by # bili of ex- 
ceptions, as required by the rules of practice in this 
Court, Shen motigas do not become a part of the 
record unless made sp by means of a bill of ex- 
ceptions. The rule ou thie subject was declared in 
Soeli-ve. M. B. Church, 58 III., 200. and thai case 
is eonchusive of the same question in the case at bar. 
Fonville ve, Lauser (progent term.) Neither party 
asked to have the dgmages aesessed by a jury, and in 
such case the statute exoresely authorizes the Court te 
make the assessment. Goose Stat., 512 p, See, 23. 

No error appearing, the judgment must be affirmed.

Te the Editor of The Chieage Tribune: 

Cutcaco, eb. 14.—I trust, sir, that you will 
allow me, in the cause of justice and truth, a 
short space in your columns te make « few re- 
marss on a leading article, having reference to 
the Home-Rule movement in Ireiand, which ap- 
peared in this morning's issue of your highly- 
influential journal.

Your reporter’s inforraant, as his title would 
mply, is willing (without knowing much about 
the business) to make any sacrifice for 
the general weal; but he is no “ bon- 
aoza” whereby the public can become 
rich in gas lore, or lower gas, for that mater. I 
am halt inclined to bel eve that Philanthro- 
pist is a myth, a Iteandle myth, and 
that the interrogator was the interrogated, from 
the fact that two such sages would hardly be 
hkely to meet this side of the Ist of April, Such 
credalous innocence is found only in spiritual 
circles, or in those whom God, for some great 
purpose, has afflicted from birth. With what 
conscious knowledge they talk of 7 and 9-candle 
gas, The Philaothropist” says: “The Chi- 
cago Gas Company's gas will average all 
the way from 9 to 14-candles, generally the 
lower figure,” That statement would make Mark 
Twain a cripple for life; a little ambiguous, but 
boldly put. I suppose it will go for a general 
average. What surpasses all belief is, that a re- 
porter of a Chicago daily paper should allow bim- 
self to be pumped full of so thiu a material by 
such a squeaky old pump. 

Now, in all seriousness, there is not a gas en- 
gineer or gas company, Woo means busiaess, that 
an propose to furnish any municipakty, corpo- 
ration, or individual, with 14 caudle gas; there 
is not a gas company in the United Siates 
that does not furnish their consumers with at 
least a 16-œandle gas. Poor as the Chicago gas 
is claimed to be, I risk notbing in saying that their 
gas is far in excess of this figure. ‘ Philan- 
thropist” wants a liberal charter. I think that 
with a chatter 80 liberal lu ita brovistous as to 
allow a company to erect their works ia the busi- 
ness * of the city. where every [00% oi pipe 
would be taxed to its full capacity, so 
there would be no loss from), leakage 
or condensation by sending gas throigh 
miles of unproductive mains, you could fur- 
nish gas at a profit for $2.50 per m. Any one 
can get fat ou clear cream. ** Philasthropist ” 
thinks that the officers and employes of the Gas 
Company ought to be more courteous, Perhaps 
they would be,if consumers were morecourteous 
to them, but to be denounced as a liar, tuiet, 
swindlér, and a pestilence, is not calcuiated to 
develop the sunny side of one’s character. 

As tothe reporter's comparative statistics, I 
guess no one will doubt from the showing that 
some consumers burned more, and some less gas 
in 1874-’5 than for tbe corresponding period of 
1873-4. It looks all clear enough. |

into a flatter of excitement a few days ago,when | 


the bulletin boards aunounced the coming of the 
Chicago,Can-Can, The fast young men looked up 
their spare half-dotlars, and the heads older in 
sin chuckled at the prospect of short skirts and 
bare limbs. These, however, all realized, ere the 
show came off, che truth of that Scripture which 
says: The expectations of the wicked shall 
perish.” Ov the afternoon of the show, Mayor 
Woodruff informed the proprietors, Messrs. 
Harrison & Farnam, that they would not be 
permitted to give au exhibition of their Can-Can. 
He further informed them their license was 
revoked, aud that tue police had orders to prevent 
the exbibition at all bazards. Of course, Harrison 
& Paroaham got mad and stormed, but the more 
they stormed the more stubbora and determined 
the Mayor became, and Uarrison & Farnham had 
to pack their traps, stale jokes, and women of 
questionable vircue, and leave ihe citv. Before 
doing so, however, they commenced a suit against 
the city, laying damages at $5,000, for breach of 
contract iu revoking a license for which they 
bad paid their movey. 

Tue action of Mayor Woodrnff receives the 
beaity approbation of all the leading citizens, 
and those who desire peace and good order.

Our people m w feel as if they had outgrown a 
Cuourt-House which fairly iepresented the 
wealth and population of the county thirty years 
ago. and are clamorous for a new and modern 
building. The Board of Supervisors is vow in 
ecasion, and it is being urged by many of ths 
citizeps of Rockford and tbe heaviest tax-pay- 
ers to take steps to set the enter; rise agoiog, 
ard tre fhe county such public buildings as it 
deserves. 

THE POST-OFEICE ROW. 

Rockford is again in the throes of a political 
fight, the contest being this time about he Post- 
Office. Thisis a good. fat plum, and, like all 
good things, more than one person wants it. 

The penqpal contestants are Mr. Spafford, 
the present incumbent, who seeks to re.ain the 
place. and A. E. Smith; editor of the Gazette, 
who did a vast deal of work last fall for Hurlbut, 
and 1s now claiming his reward. Mr. Spafford 
has made an accep.able Postmaster, and neariy 
all the business meu of the city (say pineteen- 
twentieths) bave petitioned that he Le retained, 
as a capable and efficient officer. Mr. Smith 
claims the office on the ground of personal ser- 
vice to Huilbut, and as a reward for political 
work done him. I» this he sets at defi- 
auce all the blaner in favor of Civil- 
Service reform, so often and vigorously 
talked in the partisan press, and often 
in hisown paper. Smith says be has a down- 
right pledge of the office; if so, of course civil- 
service recorm is a humbug, aud only fit to be 
talked about just before election. 

CHANGE OF CITY CHARTER. 

There is a vroposition on foot, and is being 
vigorously urged, to abandon the present city 
charter and organize under the general law of 
the State. A petition containing nearly 800 
names was piesented fo the Common Uouprcil 
last night asking that the question be submitted 
to a vote of the people to decide. The petition 
was referred to an appropriate committee. and 
an election will no doubt soon be held iu accord- 
ance with the general law. Rockford now hae one 
of the best and most liberal char ters of apy city 
in the State, and many of her citizens will regret 
to exchange it for a new and uutried one under 
the general law. 

SUPPOSITITIOUS JOURNALISM 

was thoroughly illustrated in the Chicago Times 
of the 18th. and our citizens, in common with 
those of other places. are justly indignant at such 
sensational jourvalisem. The Times. by its dis- 
reputable course, may well be revarded as the 
Ananias of pewspaperdom, and truly merits the 
contempt of all honest people.
